In the latter part of July and the beginning of
August, owlng to the low stage of wator In the
Schuylkill, not at all unusual at that seasom,
we found it necessary to call upon the city of
Philadelphia for complinnce with the terms of
the contract under which it has the right to use
the water power of the dam st Fairmouat for
pumping water into its reservoirs.

Our reqnests wers partially complied with,
and the navigation wes not very materially in-
terfered with until the 11th of August, when the
agente of the city positively refused Lo close the
fnlets to the water power, and also drew down
the water in the dain to o polut that rendered it
impossible for loaded bonis to pass, On the
14th of August the steam pump and machinery
owned by the city was so much impaired that it
could not be relled on for it usual supply to the
reservolre, The city was in great peril on the
one hand from a threatened [amine for want of
water, and on the otherin danger of destruetion
of property by a destructive conflagration,

ts ngents had done under the plea of great
necessity what effectually interfered with and
stopped navigation below Manayunk., We were
powerless to close it water gates by foree, and
upon its agent's assuming the responsibility. and
promising, 8o far as they could, indemnity, we
yielded to what was considered w temporary
necessity, and mude every effort to remove that
necessity as speedily as possible.

Although every effort has been made to per-
fect an amicable settlement of damages, we have
been compelled to apply to the courts for the
arbitration of our elaims upon the city.

More Pecullnr Conduct—A Buarglar Set at

Liberty Belore the Charges Agninst Him

t'an Be Sabstantinted.

A few weeks since Mr. Thomas Robinson, re-
siding at No. 1617 Christlan street, was nronsed
at midnight by the noise and appearance of whit
seemed Lo be burglars attempting to enter his
house. The assistanceof a neighbor, Mr, Charles
8. Neleon, residing at No, 1018 Coppie street,
was procured, when a rougli-looking customer
was found on the premises. He was seenred
and marched off to the Fitzwater Street Station
House at Fitzwater and Twentleth streets, where
he was handed over with a statement of the
facts to an officer, whose name could not be
ascertained, but whose number was 28, Next
morning Mr. Robluson, on ;g:_lng to make his
eharges against the burglar before Ald. Dallas,
who hears cases at thatstation, fonnd that his bird
had unceremoniously flown. He wasinformed that
the prisoner had been discharged becanse the
complainant had not appeared sooner to make
his L!imr es, This was at fiftcen minutes after 7
o'clock in the morning, when the other prison-
ers who had been arrested during the nlght had
not yet been heard, and while the van was yet
at the door waiting to convey them away.
Throngh some personal aequalntance, conni-
vance, or sympathy of gome sort on the part of
the oflicers, the burglar had been allowed to
depart. Mr. Robinson, thinking it doe to the

rotection of the publie that the burglar should
punished, stated the facts to the Licutenant,
who promised that the case should have a hear-
ing. No hearing has yet been vouchaafed,
though Mr. Robinson has tried to bring it to
pass again and agaln. The officers and Lieute-
nant appear to be trying to weary him out by
putiing it ofl from time to time.

The case, as we have stated it, s a peculior
one; but,nnhappily, almost charncterlstic, If this
burglar iﬁ not brought to justiee, Mayor Fox
may as well dlscharge his whole force, and
abundon the farce of attempting to malntain the

ace and preserve the property of our cltizens.

he Lientenant of this district should at least
have an opportunity of explaining to his Honor
the circumstances under which a prisoner ac-
cused by worthy citizens of burglary, after
having been arrested by them In the very act of
committing the offense, was permitted to go at
large before the prosecutors could posesibly ap-
pear to make good thelr charzes.

The accusers are gentlemen of the highest re-
spectabllity, well known to us, whose word s
undoubted. When a housecholder rigks his life
in defense of hls property, he ia at least entitled
%o a voice in the disposal of the prisoncr, no
matter how intimate the officers may be with
the offender. This is carrying the matter of
friendship a little too far, bul & man cannot be
held acconntable to law when he is the com-
panion of thieves and robbers,

The allocatur
should have been filed within thirty days, [t had
not been w0 filed, The material In the paper-
books would all have been in place within the
thirty days. Only one way was open by which
the case conld come, and that is by nnplpoaing
nm:I there 38 an error In the common law re-
cord,

Hon. 8. Hebron, counsel for the prisoners,
stated In reply that the statute under which the
writ had been allowed by the Attorney-Geoneral
contained no thirty-day limilation. ~ He then
rend the authorities on t{m subject.

George Northrop, for the prisoners, sald
that writa of error could be made either f:y the
allowance of the Supreme Court or by the
consent of the Attorney-General. In cases where
there I8 an allowance of the court, the consent
of the Attorney-General could not apply, and
uice vEraa.

It was contended that all was done that was
necessary to be done within the thirty days,

Judge 8harswood thought that there was no
motion to quash, and could not be under the
clrenmstances,

Judge Read sald that the dlfMenliy arose from

| the fact that all the sections were combined In

one act. The allocatur had been refosed by two
Judges, on the ground that there was no ground
for the writ of error.

After o consultation of the judges, it was de-
cided to hear the cuse, and reserve any opinion
upon the legality of the hearing for the present.

W. 11. Miller, Esq., then opened the argument
for the prisoner, le saild that in cases where
there was a strong popular opinion against a
prisoner, a writ of error was the only hope.
I'he main point in the case was to show that the
miortuns delecti was not proven. This could be
shown by sclentific proof, by which s moant
sclentific facts supported by the authority of
persons who are known or proven authorities
on scientific subjecta.

Where legal guilt rests upon clreumstantinl
evidence, the circumstance should be as clear
and connected ns if was proved undisputably.
Also, the true cause of death must be clearly
proven. No other hypothesis should be able to
account for the fact.

It is better that ten gullty persons should
escape than that one inuocent person should
gufier. The court is the balance wheel. Where
the jory has been at all aflected by personal
feelings, it Is the duty of the court Lo set nside
the verdict. It can be shown that the testimony
in this cage contained so much gueseing that it
did not at all amount to a certainty.

The post mortem examinstion was a very
bungling affalr. A young man performed a sort
of dissection to procure the stomach for chemi-
eal analysis, He made no examination of the
kidneys. Dr. Eukin found what he called a
faint trace of prussic acid in the stomach. It
wns found by a color test only. This would not
be allowed as a post mortem examination in
elther England, France, or Prusala.

The very fact that Miss SBtelnnecke lived for
twenty-four hours after there was any chanee to
administer poison should settle the guestion of
prussic acld entirely. The longest case on
record was where a person lived one hour after
the application of prussic acid, so quickly does
It do its work. A post-mortem to be of any ne-
count must be complete and exhanstive, so that
no organg are overlooked in which death could
lurk. brought on by other causes.

Dr. Conrad stated that he made no examina-
tion of the spine or spinal marrow, for the
reason, ns he stated, that it was unnecessary.
He made an incision in the eranium, and found
that there wns o softening of the brain. He
thought there had been no apoplexy, because hie
found no ¢lot, There could have beéen death
from apoplexy with all the symptoms without
any clot.  This might have been another canse
of death. Miss Stennecke was o short, fat person,
avout sixty-ilve years of age. Aruplexy ocours
most often among fleshy and elderly persons,
It is believed that few persons die from narcotic
poison who outlive twelve hours. Miss Sten-
necke lived twenty-four hours after Dr, Schoeppe
had been with her.

The opinions of all the noted medical men of
Philadelphin were againet that of Dr. Conrad.
Should this one opinion of this voung man out-
balance that of all the others? He was a young
and inexperionced man. He was no chemical
expert. Bhould the life of & man depend on his
testimony ?

On the trial the jndge charged the jury that
proof of Pulunn was neecssary for convietion,
but it did not matter what poison. Only two
polsons are mentioned in the evidence as at all
the probable cause of the rlcal.h—l;rnaaic acid
and morphin, Morphia was not brought in
until an scquittal was found on the ground of
prusgic acid.

In the testimony one of the witnesses testifiad
that he had seen a hawk killed by prussic scid,
and that Miss Stennecke's physiognomy looked
something like that of the hawk.

After Professor Eaken had obtained the mate-
rinl of the stomach, he put it in a tin bneket, in
wiich it was carried to the laboratory. There
he placed it in vessels, without trying if any of
these vessels were clesn or had been used for
other chemical tests, He used the iron test, not
the more delicate one with nitrate of =ilver.
With the iron test he said he obtained the
Prussian blue linmediately: wherens It s =aid
that the blue does not come at first, bat the
solution is at first green, 1e said this was the
first time that he ever experimented with the
human stomack in a search for polson. He gave
two reasons for not using the delicate silver
west; one was that half his material was not suffl-
¢lent for the operation of this test (it had been
divided for the experiments), the other, that
the test Is not acourate, Are thess reasons true
or falge? The sllver test will work when there
is only one drep of the materinl. He here had
one-ball of the whole amount. The authorities
on the acourncy of the test are all agalnst hlm.

He distilled the substance of the stomach with
sulphuric acid after the material was partly

yutrid. Authoritles show that prussic acld will
Ln produced under these cireumsiances from
natural eauscs,

He failed to produce a precipitate, which was
the only form which would prove the pre-
sence of prussic acid with certainty. Yet he
says Lhere was an odor of the acid, as of bruised
peach leaves, the production of which odor
would require the presence of the acld in large
quantities. Its presence in such large quantities
would certainly give the preeipitate; the effects
of it wounld cerialuly have beéen seon in other
waye. There wus no foaming nt the mouth or
clinching of the fingers of the patient.

The whole bodyjol this scientifie evidence was
given to the jury withoul any directions a2 to
what testimony they were to ullow and what
they were to rpject,

hey bud the whole range of testimony, con-
trary (o all principles which are uow held. They
submit to the jury the c¢vidence of a physician
who admits thut he has not examined various
parts of the body where other diseasos might be
present, leaving it supposable thet death might
hiave resulied from natural capses. And they do
this In the face of the tact that in the opinion of
varions well-known medienl men there wepre
symptom# which would appear from varlous
othar canges,

They also submii to them another theory,
name ¥, death from = combination of polsons,
This rests entirely upon the testimony of Dr,
Harmon. He says that Ye expérimented on &
huwk with corrosive sublimate, oplum, and
prussie neld.  He says that the action of one of
these poiso: & rotaded the action of the others.
Op this they bulld the theory of the lingering
death from poison of Miss Btenngcke. When
Pr. Harmon was asked for bis authority for this
action of the poisons, he said that he thought
s0. Tho prisoner is to be killed on the supposi-
tion only of one medical man.

But Btennecke herself sald that ehe was
net in good health, On the day before she was
taken slck, she went to the baok to draw a
check. The cownsel jor tbe Commonwealih

attempt to prove that the signature to this
check does not betray any nervousness in the
writer. They :rg to prove hier to have been in
robust health, ut on that same day she mot
her Inboring man in the street, who asked her
how she was, Bhe distinetly told him that she
was not well al that lime.

The only aliegation made Dr. Bchoeppe
was on the ground of death from prussic acid.
It was not until the case was nearly throngh that
some of the witnesses proposed the theory of
morphia, A physician who stated on the (rial
that death was from narcotics, had befare stated
after examining the eyes of the body that It wus

not from narcoties. It was only thinking
out a theory of his own whieh caused him to
change his opinion,

On aceount of other business of the
argument in this case was
to-morrow morning.
